Capt. VV. A. Mercer Shown the Morris 


Bill for Disposition of Timber on 


Reservation. 
The Walker Pilot man recently 
handed to Capt. W A. Mercer a copy 
of Congressman M orris’bill relating 
to the disposition of tim ber on the 
Chippewa reservation. 
Capt. Mer­ 
cer returned the bill with the follow­ 
ing remarks relating thereto: 
I return herewith the Morris bill. 
It is a good measure and the Indians 
and northern Minnesota should de­ 
rive great benefits from its provis­ 
ions if put into effect. 
One of its 
( best features is the discretionary 
power placed with the secretary, in 
this respect a happy contrast to the 
general run of proposed measures 
weighed down with mandatory and 
impracticable 
provisions 
whereby 
the legislative branch usurps that 
which hhould be left to the discretion 
of the executive. 
The present act of January 14, 
I BH!), is an illustration of this—-being 
an excellent measure for the time of 
its enactment, but, considered at a 
period ten years later, some of its 
provisions 
are 
necessarily, or, as 
a matter of fact, obsolete and im­ 
practicable, and from its mandatory 
nature makes necessary the Morris 
bill, or some similiar measure. 
But 
it is unnecessary to discuss 
this 
m atter with you, as you thoroughly 
understand the conditions and needs 
of the timber and agricultural lands 
of these reservations and ceded por- 
portions.

W A. Mercer a copy 
of Congressman Morris’ bill relating 
,to the disposition of timber on the 
Chippewa reservation.

I return herewith the Morris bill. 
It is a good measure and the Indians j 
and northern Minnesota should de- [ 
rive groat benefits from its provis­ 
ions if put into effect. 
One of its 
best features is the discretionary 
pover placed with the secretary, in 
this respect a happy contrast to the 
general run of proposed measures 
weighed down with mandatory aod 
impracticable 
provisions 
whereby 
the legislative branch usurps that 
which should be left to the discretion 
of tbe executive. 
The presént act of January 14, 
18HR, ia an illustration of this—being 
an excel leo t measure for tbe time of 
its enactment; but, considered at a 
period ten years later, some of its 
provisions are necessarily, or, as 
a matter of fact, obsolete and im­ 
practicable, and from its mandatory 
nature makes necessary the Morris 
bill, or some similiar measure. But 
it is unnecessary to discuss this 
m atter with you, as you thorough!?

German tradition, however, per­ 
sistently attributes the invention of 
the Christmas tree to Martin Luther. 
On Christmas eve, so the story runs, 
be was traveling alone over the snow* 
covered country and was deeply im­ 
pressed by the contrast it made with 
the star-bespangled heavens. 
On 
arriving home he vainly strove to 
explain the impress ios to his wife 
• and children. 
Suddenly an idea oc­ 
curred to him. 
He went into the 
garden, cut off a tittle Hr tree, drag­ 
ged it into the nursery, put some 
candles on the branches and lighted i 
them. 
One of the most popular of Ger* 
min prints 'represents Martin Luther 
sitting in the bosom of bis family 
with a lighted Christmas tree in 
front of him. 
As an 
archaeological fact the 
Christmas tree can be traced back 
almost a* fiar a* Luther’s time, and 
may consequently have existed then. 
A manuscript dated 1608, preserved 
in a pri vate collection in Friedburg, 
describes an illuminated fir tree aa 
being a recognized feature of the 
festivities in, that part of Germany. 
For 200 years the fashion main­ 
tained itself along the Rhine, when 
suddenly at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century it spread over all 
Germany, and fifty years later bad 
conquered all Kurope.

Once or twice he 
licked up a little water mid tasted 
dainty food, but he grew weaker day 
by day. 
One morning ten days later 
the library door was opened, and there 
was the faithful Dash dead on ids rug. 
“Instances are common in which 
dogs have remained by the body of a 
master, refusing to leave. 
It seems 
cruel to think of killing an animal of 
this kind to get him out of the way, 
and yet it has been found necessary In 
many cases. 
A very remarkable case 
of this kind happened a few years ago 
within my knowledge. 
There was a 
little fox terrier, a trim little animal, 
with a wag of his stumpy tall for ev­ 
ery one, and he was the pet of a young 
boy who had reared him from puppy­ 
hood. When the little fellow was tak­ 
en 111, the dog would creep into tile 
room without the least noise and would 
lift himself on the bed to lick his mas­ 
ter’s hand. 
It was really touching.
